In testing either field or sweet corn, 
tear off. a strip of muslin 10x60 inches, 
mark off four. inch’'squares with a 
heavy pencil, moisten the cloth and 
stretch’'it over a table or board. Pick 
out six kernels from each ear-—two 
from’ the butt, the center, and tip. 
With ten inch margins left at each 
end of the cloth, the tester will accom- 
modate twenty ears. Number them 
to correspond with the numbers of the 
squares—a square for ea:h ear.

When the kernels have been rut in 
the squares, roll the cloth lonsely and 
tle the roll at the center or fasten it 
with a rubber band. Soak the “ doll” 
in a bucket of water for there hours, 
pour off the water, and cover the 
bucket with newspapers. . Invert the 
bucket and keep it in a room where 
the -temperature is from i) to 80 
Fahrenheit. Moisten the “dolls” 
again on the fourth day and read the 
test at the end. of one week.
